President Doesn’t Regard Situ-

Washington. D. C., March 23.—[Spexfal.] 
~The administration does not regard the 
situation in northern Mexico sufficiently 
alarming to require a consideraBle rein- 
forcement of the Pershing expedition. No 
move was made today to strengthen the 
Pershing forces materially, to summon 
the militia cavalry to the colors, or to 
call for volunteers. 

The state department expects that the 
protocol covering the codperation of the 
American and Carranza forces will go 
into effect within the next twenty-four 
hours, unless the de facto government re- 
jects some of the terms proposed by 
Washington. In that event further nego- 
tlations will be necessary. 

Although army officers are in favor of 
Seizing, the Mexican Northwestern rall- 
road for the transportation of supplics to 
Gen. Pershnig’s army, which has been on 
half rations for several days, the admin- 
istration is disposed to await the signing 
of the protocol granting use of the road. 


Has Faith in Carranza. 

President Wilson has faith in the abll- 
ity of Carranza to hold his forces t tact 
and to codperate effectively witn the 
American army in pursuit of Villa. He 
therefore does not entertain anxiety for 
the safety of the Pershing expedition. He 
believes that the regular army will ve able 
to carry out the undertaking unaided. In 
any event, he will not call for the militia 
or for volunteers unless the situation de- 
velops a more threatening aspect. 
In congress, however, there is a wide- 
spread conviction among Democrats as 
well as Republicans that prepars tions 
should be made immediately for deaiing 
promptly and effectively with any emer- 
gency which may result from the increas- 
ingly chaotic conditions in Mexico. The 
administration leaders in both houses, 
however, intend to suppress any agita- 
tion for calling out the national guard so 
leng as the president is against such a 


| step. 


Sherman Resolution Blocked.

He walked through 
every carriage, declaring that he was 
searching for Americans, and that he 
would kill any he found. ‘I am not fight- 
ing Mexicans,’ he announced, ‘ except the 
first chief and those traitors with him 
who have turned Mexico over to the 
Americans.’ 

“ Villa stopped to chat to some friends 
of his who were on the train. He told 
them that Gen. Herrera had joined him 
three days before with 2,000 men, fully 
eqghipped and armed, who had followed 
him from Chihuahua City. 


Takes Supplies and Departs. 

Villa finally left the train without mo- 
lesting any one, but he took some supplies, 
which he said be needly badly.“

British Prize Court Condemns 
Kronprinzessin Cecilie and 
Prinz Adalbert. 


LONDON, March 2.— Two Norwegian, 


two British, one Danish, and one French 


ship have been sunk—two, it is reported, 
by torpedoes. At least one life was lost. 

The British vessels were the Kelvin- 
bank. a steamer, torpedoed in Havre 
roads, with loss of one life, and the Sea 
Serpent, a steamship of 902 tons, owned 
by C. F. Leach & Co. of London. 

The Norwegian ships sunk were the 
Kannik, which went down Wednesday 
night after having been torpedoed in 
Havre roads, according to one report, and 
the Lindfield, a bark of 2,276 tons, owned 
by the Lindfield company. 

The Kannik sailed from New York Feb. 
20, bound for Havre. It arrived at Fayal 
March 4. The Kannik was 2,397 tons 
gross, 300 feet long, and was built at 
Stavenger in 1894. The Lindfield had Pors- 
grund as port of entry. It left Portland, 
Ore., on Nov. 7 last for United Kingdom 
ports. 

The crews were reported saved. 

The French ship sunk was the Bougain- 
ville, which sailed from San Francisco 
Aug. 12 last for London and was last re- 
ported as having sailed from Falmouth in 
February. It was owned in Nantes, where 
it was built in 1902. Its gross tonnage 
was 2,248. Twenty-three of the crew were 
picked up. 

The Danish vessel was the bark Claudia, 
a vessel of 367 tons. It sailed from Jack- 
sonville Feb. 26 for Fleetwood. England. 


Condemn Ships as Prizes. 

The Hamburg-American liners Prinz 
Adalbert“ and Kronpringessin Cecilie, 
which were seized at Falmouth at the 
outbreak of the war, were condemned in 
prize court today as prizes. 

The Kronprinzessin Cecilie—not the 
better known North German Lloyd liner 
of that name, which has been at Boston 
since the early days of the War—was en- 
gaged in tourist service when the war 
began. It sailed from New York July 25, 
1914, and, being pursued by a French 
cruiser, put in at Falmouth. as England 
had not declared war on Germany at that 


time. 
The Kronprinzessin Cecilie was a 
freighter. It came into prominence at 


the time of the difficulties between the 
United States and the Huerta régime of 
Mexico. In March, 1914, it arrived at 
Vera Cruz with a large shipment of war 
materials for the Huerta government. 
The United States objected to the landing 
of these supplies, and the steamship 
sailed for Puerto Mexico, but returned 
to Vera Cruz without having landed the 


cargo. 

The Prinz Adalbert was on its way toa 
German port when the war began. The 
captain testified yesterday that he put in 
at Falmouth at the request of the Ameri- 
can passengers, England not having en- 
tererd the war then:

Army a Handicapped by Lack 
of Horses; Costly Economy 


BY CAPT. HENRY J. REILLY. 

Washington, D. C., March 23.—[Spe- 
e‘al.}—The present trouble with Mexico 
shows the regular army to be short even 
the number of horses necessary for peace 
strength. The majority of the cavalry 
ond field artillery organizations have 
been compelled to take the field with 
fewer animals than are needed for draft 
and to mount the men. 

Some of the cavalry troops with a 
strength of eighty-five men have ap- 
proximately seventy horses. For some 
time it has been laid down that troops of 
sixty-five men are allowed but sixty 


horses. This is because the cooks, wag- 
oners, etc., of each troop ride on the 


wagons making up the regimental trains. 
While this is considered by many to be a 
justifiable measure of economy, the fact 
remains that in every troop and battery 


some of the horses, while fit for garrison 
duty. are not, because of their age, able 
to stand up under hard field service. 


— 

The reason for the continuance in the 
service of these horses is that for a num- 
ber of years past commanders of mounted 
organizations have been unable to get ani- 
mals condemned which were still fit for 
garrison duty, economy being the reason. 

Immediately it was decided to pursue 
Villa all available remounts at Front 
Royal, Va.; Fort Reno, Okla., and Fort 
Keough, Mont., our three remount depots, 
were ordered sent to the mounted com- 
mands. Also a hundred thousand dol- 
lars’ worth of horses were ordered pur- 
chased. However, this does not get 
around the fact that our mounted organi- 
cations have been allowed to run down 
% far as number of animals for their 
peace strength Is concerned. 

Where the blame lies it is hard to say. 
Animals are purchased by the quarter- 
master department. The chief of this de- 
partment, Gen. Aylshire, is well known 
for his interest in army horses, and is 
Lrobably more than any one other man 
responsible for the establishment of the 
army remount depots. a 

Congress always complalns of the ex- 
pense of the army, with the consequence 
that for some years past the war depart- 
ment has made every effort to cut down 
expenses. In fact, it has appeared as if 
the war department was afraid of the mil- 
itary committees of the two houses. In 
other items than horses they have asked 
for less than was really needed, and then 
have let matters go rather than make 
purchases and have a deficit to cover 
which they would have to ask congress 
for more money. The whole matter is one 
of the many proofs of the need of a budget 
system for the army.

The animals needed to bring our regular 
field artillery and cavalry to a war 
strength amount to about 6,000. Should 
the national guard units now in existence 
be mobilized at war strength we would 
need approximately 1,300 animals for the 


infantry, 16,000 for the field artillery, 3,000 | 


for the cavalry, 1,000 for the machine gun 
companies, 1,300 for the signal corps, 3,000 
for the sanitary troops, and 1,000 for the 
engineers, or a total of 26,600 animals.

This does not include the animals needed 
for the ammunition, supply, and sanitary 
trains of the twelve national guard divi- 
sions. These would take 15.545 more. 
Most of the divisions are lacking in divi- 
sional and brigade staffs and many of 
their auxiliary units, such as artillery, en- 
gineers, signal corps, and sanitary troops. 
Should these new units be organized it 
would mean several thousand additional 
animals which wo have to be pur- 
chased. Even then we would still lack 
those necessary for the wagon and pack 
trains to be used along the lines of com- 
munication which would have to be es 
tablished should the troops move into 
Mexico. 

Should this congress increase the regu- 
lar army all the new organizations coming 
into existence would require animals. 
Each regiment of cavalry requires 1,204 
and each\regiment of field artillery 1.154. 
The 32,000 animals needed to bring the 
existing regular and national guard or- 
ganizations to their proper strength could 
uot be bought under a period of months 
once congress appropriated the money 
for their purchase.

The question of furnishing horses for 
the national guard has never been prop- 
erly considered in this country. In Swit- 
zerland the government purchases suffi- 
cient animals to properly mobilize its 
militia army. In times of peace it allows 
civilians to use them. These civiligns 
must feed and take care of them, in re- 
turn for which they become-their owners 
after a period of years. The state makes 
inspections to see that the animals are 
properly cared for. They must be pro- 
duced not only at mobilization in time of 
war but also for maneuvers in time of 
peace.

The American army is in Mexico ‘to perform a 
tusk of common policing which any nation would 
have a right to demand should be done and done 
vremptly by a responsible government under which 
an offense like the Villa crimes had been com- 
mitted. Because the Carranza government could 
not round up Villa and protect our territory from 
invasion and our people from massacre, the United 
States government has undertaken to do the Car- 
ranza government’s international duty for it. 

To call this an invasion as Carranza officials 
have the insolence to do, to demand a similar right 


of entry into our country as Carranza has done, 


to refuse permission for our expedition to bivouac 
in towns if necessary, to refuse the use of rail 
transportation and compel our army to transport 
by other means—all of this is an insolent and 
wholly unjustifiable return for our five years. of 
forbearance and restraint. . 

That it should be acquiesced in at Washington 18 
evidence of an incurable determination to shut eyes 
to facts, to substitute sentimentality for honora- 
ble self-respect, to resolve all doubts in favor of 
Mexico instead of the United States, to gamble 
always with the odds against our own people and 
their safety. | 

Not in the whole history of our international 
relations nor in that, we believe, of any other 
nation, has there ever been exhibited such a speci- 
men of perverted policy. For five years we have 
exhibited a patience under injury and indignity 
which has been underlined again and again in 
the blood of unoffending Americans, in rapine, and 
in destruction. We have been asked to approve | 
this on the grotesque theory that it will ingratiate 
us with the Mexican people, prove that we are

their friends, and show all Latin America that we 


are not imperialist. eae 

The contrary result has been predicted and is 
more apparent today than a year ago. Our sac- 
rifices, our restraints have bought us not friend- 
ship but contempt, and we are held in such hatred 
that our government to prevent an explosion and 
the overturning of the party we have recognized as 
the de facto government deems it necessary to place 
our soldiers in unnecessary hazard and to withhold 
such military preparations as common caution and 
a fair consideration of their safety and our own 
legitimate interests demand. 

The official attitude of the administration is one 
of apology. We humbly petition for what in 
morals and international comity we have every 
right to demand. We act as if we were in Mexico 
as a special privilege and must sue for the right 


of self-defense. 


This may be expedient at the moment in the sit- 
uation to which the Wilsom Bryan policy has 
brought us. But it is neither just, self-respecting, 
nor in the long run profitable to either ourselves 
or the Mexican people. 
On the contrary, we are teaching all Mexico to 
hold us in contempt as well as hatred and laying 
tinder, for future conflagration, or it may be, for 
immediate explosion. It is time that the govern- 
ment at Washington began to act with self-respect 
and for the security of our own people, soldiers and 
civilians, and required ef Mexicans and their officials 
what we have a right to require of a people claim- 
ing consideration as a civilized and responsible na- 
tion. It is time to leave off weak and short sighted 
expediency and peace-at-any-price shirking and put 
our feet on firm ground. 1 .

POPULATION AND PACIFISM. 

Pacifists are constantly asserting that true pre 
paredness is net attained by devising means to kill 
men, but by finding out how to save lives. The first 
effort, one of them writes, toward true preyaredness 
should be to prevent the enormous loss of life iu 
American industry. Another, just returned from 
trying to convince Europe of its moral delinquency, | 
is for multiplying the number of self-reliant, heroic 
citizens and increasing the crop of wise men and 


We are for these things. Industrial accidents are 
wasteful because, presumably, an adult killed or 
maimed is a waste of-the effort which was required 
to bring him up. And we need wise men and women 
badly enough. But we cannot see how an increase 
in populatien of the world or of the country, and an 
increase of the standard of living which wisdom 
asually brings with it, will avert war. Experiencd 
shows, on the contrary, that it brings war. 

When Germany adopted the policy of increasing 
population and increasing the German standards of 
living she began to prepare not for peace in general 
but for the war which is now being fought. There 
seems to be room for an unlimited amount of wie 
dom on the face of the earth, but not for an un- 
limited population. Germany’s demand for expan- 
sion began when the population weighed heavily 
upon the land. She armed to force an outlet for her 


The same was true with Japan. Before she was 
wakened to occidentalism her standard of living was 
low and her population was kept down by famine 
and plague and infanticide. When she determined 
to find room for herself, and Russia objected to emi- 
gration into Manchuria, she fought Russia. If her 
surplus wants to spill over into Mexico, and we in- 


The chief reason why the United States has not 
attempted expansion for thirty years or so has been 
because we have had room enough and resources 
enough both to multiply and to grow rich. 

Among the nations China seems to be about the 
only true pacifist nation, and there are constant 
She has arrived at her present 
enviable position by increasing the population and 
ceducing the standard of living. When living refuses 
to be further reduced famine and plague take a hand

CORRESPONDENT asks the best 
method to clear up a black eye.

The theory 
behind the use of leeches is that they 
will draw out the blood loose in the 


Such efficacy as raw meat has is due to 

the pressure by a cold, moist, adaptable 
mass, for the meat is nothing more than 
a pad. Some of the oozed blood is pressed 
out of the tissue. 
Around the eye the massaging is to be 
done with the palm of the hand and the 
balls of the fingers. Cold cream or some 
other clean grease is to be used. Irrita- 
tion of the skin is to be avoided. In the 
case of a bruise on a limb the massage 
in the main is to be toward the trunk. 
If around the eye it is to be from the 
center of the bruise toward the edge. 
The pressure must be gentle but firm. 

The object of the first massage is to 
empty the tissues of the blood which has 
oozed into them. Pressed out of the in- 
jured area it will get back into the 
lymphatics and some of it into the cap- 
illaries and be carried away. 


‘ — 

Blood in the tissues does not coagulate 
as promptly as when it is exposed to the 
air. Therefore, massage need not be done 
immediately after the injury. .After 
the massage a cold wet pad should be 
applied. Probably the man of the street 
would want to apply a piece of raw meat. 
There is no objection to his doing so. 
Probably the physician would want to 
apply a pad soaked in boric acid solu- 
tion or possibly in a lead and opium wash.

ING CONSTANTINE of Greece is 
the only European ruler who can 

boast of having been born with 

six instead of five toes on each 

foot. It is largely Owing to this 
abnormal number of toes that he has been 
able to hang on to his job as a monarch. 
Not that d wish to impute any pre- 
hensile properties to his royal pedal ex- 
tremities such as monkeys and other ani- 
mals of the brute creation—sloth bears, 
for instance—possess. But there is a 
very old prophecy in Greece, one which 
figures in the early ecclesiastical writ- 
ings of the nation, and which has been 
handed down among the people from 
father to son through hundreds of years 
past, to the effect that there shall be 
a King Constantine born with six fingers, 
who shall restore the ancient glories of 
Greece and reign as Basileus, that is to 
say, as emperor, at Constantinople. 


_ 
King Constantine has not six fingers, 
but the fact that he has six toes as fin- 
gers of the feet is regarded by his people 
as quite near enough for the verification 
of the prophecy current among them, and 
I may add that they are intensely super- 


-stitious. 


It is because of this that, although he 
has flown directly in the face of public 


sentiment in favoring, at any rate during 


the early stages of this war, the central 
powers rather than those of the entente, 
and dismissed on two separate occasidns 
from the premiership Eleutherios Veni- 
zelos, who is a sort of national hero and 
universal favorite, no revolution has 
taken place to deprive him ot the Hel- 
leni¢ throne. : 

There is no doubt that had it not been 
for his multitudinous toes, which ap- 
parently made him a man of destiny, he 


would long ere this have been sent by 


his indignant subjects to join his brother- 
in-law, the kaiser, and that his younger 
brother, Prince Nicholas, who, married 
to the fascinating Grand Duchess Helen 
Viadimirovna of Russia, is heart and 
soul with the allies, would have been pro- 
claimed ruler of Greece in his stead 

So far as I am aware, Constantine of 
Greece is the only sovereign born with 
an abnormal number of digits. As a 
rule princes and princesses of the blood 
come into the world in a normal condi- 
tion, and the only exception that I can 
recall at the present moment is the ex- 
Crown Prince of Hanover, who was de 
jure sovereign Duke of Brunswick until 
he waived his rights in favor of his sole 
surviving son, married to the kaiser’s 
only daughter. He has always been 
known as the Duke of Cumberland, and 
is married to a sister of Queen Alexandra, 


and of the Dowager Empress of Russia. 


— * 

At his birth it was found that he was 
without a hose, and in consequence there- 
of surgeons were called upon to make good 
the neglect of nature by grafting a nose 
on to his face. It looks peculiar and is 
disconcerting to strangers who meet him 
for the first time, since owing to its lack 
of bone and cartilage it is apt to wobbie, 
especially in high winds. 

The Duke of Cumberland, in the early 
stages of the war, was deprived of his 
honorary generalship of the British army 
and of his Order of the Garter for hay-

So much divinity doth hedge the Em- 
peror of Japan that it was only on Jan. 
23 last, that Is to say, on the 120th day 
after the birth of the Infant Prince Sumi, 
that the child was permitted to see his 
august father for the first time, the cere- 
monies in connection with the occasion 
being akin to those of christening in the 
case of the princes and princesses of the 
Christian dynasties of Europe. 

On the day named the 4months-old 
prince was carried in state from his own 
palace of Aoyama, first of all to pay his 
respects to the names of his imperial an- 
cestors at the shrine of Korsida, where 
a religious service was performed, in ac- 
cordance with the Shinto ritual, amid the 
solemn sound of bells and chants and 
prayer drums. Then the imperial infant, 
after having had his dress entirely 
changed, was conveyed, still in state, to 
the palace of the Mikado, and was borne 
by a group of maids of honor into the 
presence of his Japanese majesty, who | 
then saw his child for the first time. 


_— 

After asking some questions, he took 
the child on his left knee and. sitting 
before a small table, he dipped his chop 
sticks thrice into a bowl of rice, which 
had been offered to the gods, and then 
very quietly put the chop sticks to the 
mouth of the infant, pretending to give 
it some juice of the rice. Five cakes of 
rice meal, also duly consecrated, were 
placed on the left side of the little table, 
and with these he again pretended to 
feed the tiny prince three times, When 
this portion of the ceremony was over he 
handed the child back to the chief maid 
of honor, and thereupon three wine cups, 
filled with rice wine, were produced on 
a tray. One of these the mikado drank, 
and then pretended to make the prince 
drink from the two remaining cups. 

Finally a magnificent fresh fish, un- 
cooked, was brought In and solemnly pre- 
sented by the emperor to his little boy, 

The ceremony was brought to a close 
with the presentation by the emperor of 
a superb sword, which the prince will 
retain throughout hie life, as his most 
sacred possession. Then the child and 
his attendants withdrew and returned in 
state to the Aoyama palace, and the so- 
called official weaning of Prince Sumi was 
complete. 


— 

This did not mean that he was actually 
‘weaned. In fact, Japanese children are 
weaned far later than is ordinary in 
America-or in Europe, and it is by no 
means uncommon to see mothers, espe- 
cially of the. poorer classes, nursing chil- 
dren of from 2 to 3 and even 4 years of 
age. ; 

After the departure of the prince the 
mikado entertained all the princes of his 
house, the great dignitaries of the court, 
and the great officers of state at a 
luncheon, at which gifts of dried fish and 
of cups adorned with the imperial heral- 
dic devices were offered to all present. 

In the case where the imperial child is 
a princess instead of a boy it is the em- 
press who performs the ceremony in lien 
of the mikado, and presents a fan instead 
of a sword to the child. 3

It is éxtremely difficult to get any one 
co make a definite s statement on either 
peace conditions or peace hopes. One 
hears often enough the exclama tion. If 


we only had peace! or When will it 
and? We are sick of it!” but these 
phrases come from women and from old 
men. 

Certainly the army and the active ei- 
vilians give no evidence of fatigue or will- 
ingness to surrender without advanta- 
geous peace terms. 

When I was th Holland I was info 
by various authorities, notably Dr. de 
Jong van Beek en Donk and Dr. Dressel- 
huys, both officers of the nga eee 
Rad, that there was a strong movemen 
for peace in Germany, that the Socialists, 
particularly, were rebellious at the 
thought of a prolonged war of conquest 
and that a new society called the Neues 
Vaterland Bund” had been formed with 
an anti-annexation policy.

standing this society had, and my in- 
formant smiled and said: 

“You ought to know the type exactly. 
I think you came over on the Ford Ship.“ 


Anti-Annexationists a Minority. 

Anywhere that I inquired in official cir- 
cles my questions were pooh-poohed— 
the anti-annexationists avere called an 
“ uninfluential, unimportant minority—so 
much in the minority as to be almost neg- 
ligible.”’ 

And yet in Holland I had read their 
manifestoes; in Germany I had seen the 
official report of the exciting day in the 
reichstag when the Socialists and even a 
semi-Conservative membér called for less 
censorship and a state of affairs which 
should allow the people to discuss peace 
terms which should so vitally affect them. 

So I resolved to see some of these lead- 
ers and see what was being done. Inci- 
dentally I might add that all notes of 
these interviews were taken from me on 
leaving Germany—the only notes removed 
by the fofeign office of my rather fula 
notebook. 

I found Dr. Eduard Bernstein bent over 
his desk, which was heaped high with 
papers. 


Working for Peace of World. 

“Am I working for peace?“ he said in 
reply to a question. Of course, of 
cqurse—but a lasting peace, not for the 
good of Germany but for the good of the 
world. Why should 1 plan for Germany 
alone? But there are so many things 
‘necessary and it is so difficult to have co- 
operation in the other countries because 
the socialists are backing the govern- 
ments now and each socialist party feels 
that that of the other country is too mill- 
tant. 

Perhaps it will work out through the 
international workingmen. I have hopes. 
but there are three things we must have 
—compuisory conciliation—this hate be- 
tween countries is as puerile as it is de- 
structive—disarmament, and no annexa- 
tion. That is the core of our platform 
no annexation. 

“Germany has invaded Belgium, over- 
powered its army, and occupied its terri- 
tory without any provocaiion from Bel- 
gium, and, as the chancellor has himself 
admitted, violating the neutrality of Bel- 
gium in defiance of the iaw of nations. 
Germany, having thus made her way into 
Belgium to satisfy her own des:gns, is 
therefore bound in honor to evacuate Bel- 
gium immediately on the conclusion of 
peace, in accordance with tre solemn dec- 
laration made on Aug. 4, 1914, by Prince 
Lichnowsky to Sir\Edward Grey, and to 
pay a full and ample indemnity to the peo- 
ple of Belgium for the material and morai 
injury which they have suffered. 


Hopes for End of War.

This was the thing I had noticed more 
than any other in Germany—a sort of 
discontent that the victories seemed to be 
in vain. No one ever said this to me 
definitely, and what I say ie merely the 
psychological reaction of their expres- 
sions and their attitude. But Iam firmly 
convinced, from various conversations 
with the inhabitants, that although they 
expect Germany to win, they resent every 
victory, which costs just #0 many more 
men. It is as if they said: 

“ Why keep on fighting? We win and 
win, and it doesn’t get us anything. The 
war goes on just the same and each vic- 
tory seems to keep us just es far’ from 
the end. Can't they see they are beaten? 
Why don't they give in?’ 

A well known neutral diplomat in Berlin 
said to me: 

The Germans were beaten at the bat - 
tle of the Marne. If they couldn't win 
against unpreparedness, they can never 
win against increasing preparedness and 
efficiency.”’ 

In regard to the annexation question— 
nearly all of the Social-Democrats are 
against it. The various peace societies 
and the Neves Vaterland Bund are also 
against it. 


War of Conquest e 
Both Scheidemann and Ebert of the 
reichstag declared openly: ‘‘ We protest 


energetically against the attempts which | 


are being made to make peace dependent 
upon all kinds of conquests. \ From the 
beginning we have condemned every war 
of conquest and we stand firmly by this.“ 

Prof. L. Quidde speaks more from the 
point of view what is good for Germany, 
rather than from the humanitarian or 
internatfonal law standpoint. 

The annexation of, Belgium,“ he says, 
** would destroy every outlook of a better 
understanding between Germany and her 
present enemies after the war. It would 
make the rest of the world remain our 
enemies and would call forth a coalition 
of all against one.

at the dentist’s home. This occurred, she 
said, about two days before thedruggist’s 
death. 

She noticed that Peck ate only a little of 
the soup and expressed a desire for a cup 
of tea. Dr. Waite went with her to the 
kitchen, she asserted, saying: “ Father 
didn't like the soup. I'll put some more 
medicine in the tea. Peck drank the tea, 
she said. 


Peck’s Death Surprises Friend. 

Dr. Cornell said he visited Peck Satur 
day afternoon, March 11, and talked with 
him for about an hour. He seemed at that 
time to be in good health, the physician 
deelared. While he was there, Dr. Cor- 
nell said, he saw Dr. Waite go into an- 
other room, to which Peck had retl:ed, 
with a bottle containing what Dr. Waite 
told him was medicine. Ina few minutes, 
he said, he heard Peck groaning. The 
next morning he was called on the tele- 
phone by Mre. Waite and told her father 
was dead. 

When Dr. Waite was questioned at the 
district atorney's office yesterday after- 
noon he admitted, according to Mr. 
Swann, that he had been living with an- 
other woman under the name of Dr. A.

Over 600,000 children Benefit 
ed—Vast Sums Spent, 
but More Needed,

MANILA Jan. 25.—Theoretically edu- 
cation was free under the Spanish régime 
in the Philippines. Practically it was be- 

* yond the reach of the mass of the people. 
On paper there were more than 2,000 
schools scattered around the islands In 
fact, there were scarcely 10 per cect of 
that number. 

Not only were phyetcal facilities re- 
stricted, but the teaching in most cf the 
schools which did exist was of the :ncst 
primitive and inefficient character. Criti- 
cism of inefficient instruction in some—| 
perhaps many—of the primary schools to- 
day is unfortunately more or less well 
founded. 

The great difference is that under the 
Spanish régime it inspired no complaint, 


and no effort was made toward a remedy. 
Today the condition is recognized and is 
permitted to continue simply because 
means are not available to better it. 


Big Sum Spent for Schools. 

Improvement is made as rapidly as pos- 
sibie, and the day is in sight when tnere 
will be no foundation for the criticism 
inefficient or inadequate, or that ‘he 

In the fifteen years under American 
supervision more money has been spent 
on public education in these islands than 
in the entire 200 years of Spanish domin- 
ion. Roughly calculated, it is about $50,- 
000,000. 

A considerable part of it has gone into 
echoolhouses and other buildings. An- 
other part of it has gone for the -quip-' 
ment.of teachers. The Americans not 
only organized a system of schools, erect- 
ed buildings, and induced pupils to at- 
sessions, but selected and 
fitted an adequate staff of men and women 
to do the teaching.

Buildings Made of Concrete. 
All over the islands are substantial, ca- 
Pacious concrete schoolhouses, and every 
year the work of construction goes on, 
with an addition of fifty or sixty to the 
number of permanent structures. 

At first the Filipincs did not respond as 
readily as had been expected to the Amer 
ican efforts to give them an educatlon- 
The American work was well intentior.ed, 
but it was undertaken hastily, oftengvith- 
out sufficient consideration of the spe- 
clal problem to be met. and in too many 
cases with incompetent and inefficient 
teaching staffs. 

Many Americans were brought out from 
the states or picked up here in the islands 

and set at the extremely dfficult task of 
teaching matter that was new and strange 
in a tongue that was harsh and foreign. 
The number of Filipinos competent as 
teachers was practically negligible. 

Result Overshadows Failures. 

The task of the American supervisors 
§nvolved interesting the Filipinos in send- 
ing their children to school; getting 
school buildings constructed and places 
where schools might be temporarily con- 
‘@ucted until right quarters could be fur- 
nished; finding or creating competent 

teaching staffs; developing courses of in- 
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possible and of raising their standard as 
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tention that the Americans have failed 
to accomplish a vastly creditable work 
in education in the Philippines. It might 
have been greater if there had béen more 
money, but that is about es far as just 
criticism can go. |

James P. Howard, a printer, advised by 
Marcus Aurelius to “ go boldly forth,” 
laid down his philosophical pen yester~ 
day and closed his life with a bullet. 

Howard was a member of Typographi- 
cal union, No. 16. He had taken a room 
in the Imperial hotel, 316 South State 
street, and it was here, around 10 o’clock 
in the morning, he shot himself. He was 
taken in an ambulance, but died on the 
way to the hospital. 


“Tired, My Heart and I.” 

His death was the end of a philosophi- 
cal dissertation on history. He wrote 
several hundred words of vagrant mus-+ 
ings on the instability of mankind, and 
then, as if giving way to the futility of 
his labors, he closed with: 

“Enough! We are tired, my heart 
and I. 

“As our old friend, Mr. M. Aurelius, 
says, Go boldly forth.’ 

Since I am afflicted with an incurable 
malady—paresis—am taking this method 
of effecting a cure.“
